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JUDGE STUBBS AND HIS 


Continued from Page One 
Stubbs is on trial; what led up to 
his utterances and what was the 
result of them. 

This is no ordinary story. It és 
quite likely to be the biggest 
news story of 1933. It will be 
quoted for years to come. The 
case is “packed with dynamite. 
Read this story in The Bulletin 
today so that you will be able to 


follow it when it makes the press | 


wires next week. Here it is: 


A mild-mannered, soft spofken 
little man, 54 years old, who came 
up from the obscurity of a country 
law practice to become a county 
court judge in Winnipeg, will ap- 
pear before a brother jurist next 
week to determine whether he shall 
be permitted to continue as a dis- 
penser of justice in one of His 
Majesty's cour ts. 

The man is Lewis St. George 
Stubbs, senior county judge in the 
eastern judicial district of Mani- 
toba, against w10m complaints have 
been made thit he uttered state- 
ments while on the bench “tending 
to create conternpt for the courts of 
justice of this province and bringing 


into disrupte administration of the) 


criminal law. 

The complaints have been made 
by Hon. W. J. Major, Attorney-Gen- 
eral of Manitoba. They will be 
heard by a one-man royal com- 
mission consisting of Mr, Justice 
Frank Ford of the trial division of 
the Alberta Supreme Court. The 
hearing will begin in the court 
house at Winnipeg next Wednesday, 
January 11. 

Five complaints in all have been 
made against Judge Stubbs. The 
first has to do with his conduct 
during the progress of the Mac- 
ionald will case and after the ap- 
peal court had given its decision. 
The other four concern remarks 
made by him from the bench dur- 
ing the progress of criminal trials 
in his court within the last few 
months. 


CLAIMS ULTRA VIRES 

Judge Stubbs will take the posi- 
tion, he says, that the commission 
is ultra vires with respect to the 
Macdonald will case. He contends 
a federal commission has no power 
to hear evidence in a provincial 
matter. With regard to the other 
complaints he has prepared his de- 
fence, based on the rights and 
priviledges of his office. 

The Macdonald will case already 
has been used by the members of 
the Manitoba Court of Appeal and 
the Court of King’s Bench as the 
tasis for punitive action against 
Judge Stubbs, but no results were 
obtained. The members of these 
courts petitioned the King Govern- 
ment to take action against Judge 
Stubbs, but Hon. Ernest Lapointe, 
then Minister of Justice, adopted 
the attitude that since Judge 
Stubbs’ conduct centred about his 
official. capacity as a judge of the 
surrogate court a provincial ap- 
vointment—the federal government 
hed no authority to act in the mat- 
ter. Hon. Hugh Guthrie, present 
Minister of Justice, apparently 
holds a different view. 

Judge Stubbs has been at odds 
with the Attorney-General’s de- 
partment of and on for eight years, 
although it is only during the last 
three years that this situation has 
been intensified. Back in 1924 he 
was a member of the city police 
commission, by wirtue of his office 
as senior county court judge. A 
year after he became a member of 
the commission he engaged in a 
controversy with Hon. R. W. Craig, 
then Attorney-General, as a result 
of differences between the city and 
the province over the enforcement 
of liquor laws. Judge Stubbs charg- 
ed the provincial government with 
hirking its responsibility in liquor 
aw enforcement and announced he 
vould petition the legislature to 
elieve him of his duties as a police 
commissioner, since he could not re- 

gn, his position being a statutory 
one. 

During this controversy Judge 
Stubbs wrote a letter to the Winni- 
peg newspapers, advocating inter 
alia, the sale of beer by the glass. 
To this Mr. Craig took strong ex- 
ception, partly on the ground that 
Judge Stubbs was using government 
tenographers and notepaper for his 
letters. Judge Stubbs vigorously de- 
fended his position. 


REFUSED TO ATTEND 
Ultimately he refused to attend 
further meetings of the police com- 
mission, and the legislature even- 
tually amended the city charter to 
permit any county court judge to 
act on the police commission. 
Apart from that incident, matters 
flowed fairly smoothly until three 
»ears ago, since which time he has 
been pretty steadily in the public 
eye. First it was the Macdonald will 
case, then his attack on the Pro- 
vincial Legislature for reducing his 
selary as a surrogate judge last 
winter and now with respect to 


utterances from the bench on the) 


manner in which, as he sees the 
matter, justice is administered as 
between the rich and the poor. 

During that three-year period 
Judge Stubbs has come to be re- 
garded by many as a defender ,of 
the poor. In his lecture on “The 
Law and the Poor,’s which has been 
delivered many times in Winnipeg, 
he appears as a friend of the under- 
dog. 

It is understood that there have 
been objections by his brother 
judges and law officers of the 
crown to many of his remarks, but, 
apart from the Macdonald will case, 
no action was contemplated against 
him until he began to use his court- 
rocm, while delivering judgments, 
to discourse upon what he terms the 
preferential treatment accorded the 
rich men who run afoul of the law. 

Judge Stubbs has announced that 
he welcomes the investigation. He 
stated publicly and in pamphlets 
he had »>rinted that if he is brought 
to trial he will deliver a scathing 
indictment of the judiciary of Can- 
ada. He declares he will conduct his 
own defense,

Judge Stubbs was born at Turk’s 
Island, a group of dots on the At- 
Jantic ocean, just north of Cuba, 
on June 4, 1878, of staunch English 
stock, His forbears migrated to that 
settlement from Georgia after the 
War of Independence. They cor- 
respond to the United Empire Loy- 
| alists, who crossed into Canada, but 
| being so far from Canada they 
| went south, instead of north. They 
had been planters in Georgia, so 
lwhen the colonies seceded from 
England they gathered together 
their slaves and other possessions 
|and took themselves out of the 
country. There successive genera- 
tions remained. 

Young Lewis experienced the am- 
|hition of every youth—freedom 
from studies during the early years 
| School facilities were very limited 
on the island, so the boy received 
no schooling until he was 13. Then 
he was sent to England as had been 
his brothers and sisters. He never 
returned to Turk’s Island as a resi- 
dent. He has visited it, though, 
|many times since. 

He was sent to Denstone, a high 
church school, in Staffordshire, af- 
tur which he went on to Christ's 
college at Cambridge. His studies

‘his particular type of work. Even 
ithe man on the beat should receive 
special training, as advanced by 
August Vollmer, chief of the Berke 
ley, California, police force. He 
convinced that few judges and few 
lawyer have received sufficient 
proper training for their work, He 
would scrap the entire system and 
introduce an entirely new one 
based on more humanitarian pr 
ciples

That the proposals go far enough 
is doubtful. Like debts. high taxes cannot be paid 
in low priced commodities. Extending arrears over 
a period of years is an easement, but that will only 
postpone trouble unless the times improve. 

The question of continuing relief, in what 
measure, and how. is another problem that calls 
for attention. Thus far only minimum relief has 
been given. But the cost is a heavy drain on the 
provincial treasury. And as the cities exhaust their 
resources, the drain must grow heavier. 

Last, but not least, is the question of how the 
province is to get through the coming year without 
increasing taxation or borrowing more money. To 
attempt te increase revenue by either means would 
be dangerous. What can the legislature do in the 
way of cutting the cost of government’

South Africa's action has revived the de- 
mand that the Canadian dollar be tied te the Brit- 
ish pound. 

With Calgary refusing to discharge its bonds 
in gold; with Ottawa refusing to supply Calgary 
with gold at par; with the business world calling 
out for inflation, Sir Thomas White, former Finance 
Minister, and Sir Charles Gordon, president of the 
Bank of Montreal, issuing public statements warn- 
ing against any depreciation of the dollar, it is 
easily seen that there are conflicting interests at 
issue over the question of Canada's currency. It 
isn’t even clear whether we're on the gold stand- 
ard or not. We're in the position of the army of 
that famous Duke of York in the nursery rhyme 
who marched his men to the top of the hill and 
marched them down again: 

And when they were up they were up 
And when they were down they were down, 
But when they were in the middle of the hill 
They were neither up nor down. 
& 2 

Let us look at the situation. First let us see the 
position cf the Canadian wheat grower. 

The wheat grower sells his product on the basis 
of competitive prices set on the Liverpool Corn 
Exchange. He sells in competition with his brother 
in Australia or his rival in Argentina. 

Argentina and Australia, like England have in- 
flated their currencies to meet post-war conditions. 
This means that their currencies sell at low prices 
on the New York exchange—very much below that 
of the Canadian dcllar which is “pegged” from time 
to time by gold shipments. Australia’s pound sells 

low that of Britain. It takes 125 Australian pounds 
to buy 100 British pounds. 

See what happens when a British broker buys 
£100 worth of imported wheat. 

If it is Australian wheat, the 100 British pounds 
are turned into 125 Australian pounds. . The Ausira- 
lian grower gets £125. 

If it is Argentina wheat, the 100 British pounds 
are turned into pesos. At 42 pesos to the pound 
the Argentina grower gets the equivalent of £115 
at par. 

If it is Canadian wheat, the 100 British pounds 
are turned into Canadian dollars. With the Cana- 
dian dollar at $3.76, the Canadian grower receives 
roughly i77 pounds at par. 

By the inflation of Australian currency (or the 
depreciation of the Australian’ pound, to express 
it in another way) the Australian grower gets 80 
cents a bushel for his wheat when the Canadian 
grower gets but 50. When it comes to paying rent, 
taxes, mortgage, wages and domestic debts, the 
Australian wheat grower has the benefit of 80 
cent wheat 

Depreciat of the Canadian dollar down to the 
level of the British pound would add nearly 30 per 
cent to the domestic value of Canadian wheat 


And now for the other side of the story. Can- 
ada, unfortunately for us today, has done most of 
her financing in New York, instead of in London. 
Had Calgary done its financing in London instead 
of in New York, it would not be worrying today 
about gold premiums. It would be in the happy 
position of New Westminster, B.C. which is saving 
a lot of money by paying off a bond issue in Brit- 
ish pounds at around $3, made when the British 
pound was $486. 

While Calgary is refusing to pay the gold 
premium, its most prominent citizen, from his van- 
tage point at Ottawa is doing all he can to keep 
up the price of the Canadian dollar at New York. 
True, Mr. Bennett has $15,500,000 of interest to pay 
to Lendon on Dominion loans, calling for about 
£3,200,000 interest at par, which he was abie to buy 
for £2,480,000 with the pound at $3.76. But he also 
has $371,000,000 «f Dominion loans in New York 
to pay interest on, calling for about $18,800,000 in- 
terest in New York funds. As it costs 118 Canadian 
dollars to buy 100 United States dollars, that $18,- 
800,000 interest will cost Premier Bennett about $22,- 
500,009 to buy. 

If the Canedian dollar ‘was tied to the British 
pound, and the British pound was stabilized at its 
present level, that $18,800,000 of annual interest, 
payable in U. S. funds would cost Premier Bennett 
abou* $26,400,000 to buy. That is probably one Otta- 
wa reason why the dollar is not being tied to the 
pound. 


Sir Thomas White estimates that federal, pro- 
vincial, municipal and commercial borrowings from 
United States, total well onto four billions, and 
that of this total about three billions will have to 
be renewed by fresh borrowings within a few years. 
He estimates that interest and principal payments 
falling due in 1933 will total 250 million dollars 

There is the situation as tersely and impartially 
as I can put it. In its primary consideration, the 
interest of the financial world is cpposed to that 
of the farmer. Just as the farmer feels he is being 
made a sacrifice on the altar of the financia! struc- 
ture, so finance fears lest it be wrecked in the un- 
known waters of currency inflation. At present the 
two forces are deadlocked. 

These problems are not simple ones They can- 
not be settled by primary considerations. They 
have a vast complexus of reactions, wo intricate to 
follow far 

Who can say what inflation 
the mad dog inflation of the German Republicans 
when a man who faithfully subscribed to an en- 
dowment for his old age, at maturity found it suf- 
ficien: in purchasing power merely to buy a straw 
hat, or whether a rigidly controlled method
